Organization  and  Commitment 


Summer  rush  should  be  well  under  way 
by  now.  Many  chapters  use  the  summer 
months  1o  gel  to  know  many  prospective 
pledges.  TTie  summer  is  a  lime  when 
each  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  chapter  should 
send  new  students  a  letter  of  welcome 
and  an  inexpensive  rush  brochure.  The 
IFC  should  be  able  to  provide  the  list  of 
students  but  if  it  cannot,  then  the  list 
should  be  requested  from  the  registrar. 
The  letter  should  invite  all  those  inter- 
ested in  joining  a  fralemily  lo  contact  an 
area  rush  chairman  (listed  in  the  letter) 
for  further  information. 

The  area  rush  chairman  should  plan 
several  small  beer  and  burger  get-to- 
gethers for  area  rushees.

rushcrt.  August  should  chmax  the  sum- 
mer rush  program  with  a  state-wide  party 
held  in  a  central  location  so  that  the 
entire  brotherhood  can  attend.  The  pur- 
pose of  a  stale-wide  party  is  to  rush,  not 

The  chapter  should  arrive  a  couple  of 
days  before  the  opening  of  school  in  the 
fall  to  clean  up  the  house,  lodge,  or  any 
area  where  rush  is  going  to  be  held.  This 
time  is  well  suited  for  a  rush  clinic.  The 
rush  chairman  should  use  the  seminar 
to  review  all  the  rushees  contacted  during 
the  summer  and  to  present,  in  detail, 
his  plans  for  the  fall  (another  clinic 
should  be  held  to  kick  off  spring  rush) 
With  freshman  move-in,  dorm-storming, 
airport  pick-up,  smokers,  social  functions, 
etc.  well  planned,  the  chapter  should 
turn  its  atlenlion  away  from  organization 

In  order  for  a  brother  lo  kII  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  to  a  rushee  he  must  be  able 
to  candidly  express  his  feelings  about  the 
fraternity.  The  brotherhood  the  rushee 
sees  in  the  chapter  as  a  whole  must  be 
personalized  by  the  individual  experience. 

This  person-Io- person  rush  approach 
makes  it  possible  for  every  brother  to  be 
responsible  for  pledging  at  least  one  man. 
If  every  brother  made  a  commitment  to 
pledge  one  man  then  rush  could  not  help 
being  successful, 

A  one-to-one  rush  not  only  requires 
every  brother  to  become  involved  in  rush, 
but  it  makes  it  possible  for  the  chapter 
to  pledge  quantity  with  quality.  Every 
chapter  should  set  its  goal  high  in  the 
areas  of  quantity  and  quality  .  ,  the  two 
concepts  arc  not  mutually  exclusive.  The 
December  issue  of  the  Journal  will  carry 
a  list  of  those  chapters  that  have  pledged 
20  or  more  men. 

Pride  of  accomplishment  is  something 
that  must  be  encouraged.  Headquarters 
would  always  like  lo  know  of  the  ac- 
complishments of  our  chapters  so  that 
they  can  be  recognized.  Rush  is  the  place 
to  start.  A  30.  40.  or  50-man  pledge  class 
deserves  special  recognition  .  .  .  and 
every  chapter  will  get  it.  The  accom- 
plishments of  12  men  at  Richmond  Col- 
lege in  1901  have  grown  to  be  ihe  pride 
of  101.000  men  in  1973, 

Through  rush  your  chapter  has  the 
opportunity  to  make  its  own  mark  m 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  history.

Why  Many  People  Fail  to  Moke  a 
Will  If  the  making  of  a  will  is  so  im- 
portant, why  is  it  that  many  intelligent 
and  seemingly  prosperous  people  do  not 
make  a  will?  There  are  many  reasons, 
;ind  here  are  only  a  few: 

1.  Proscrastination.  H  is  the  nature  of 
many  people  to  never  do  today  whjl  thcv 
hope  can  be  done  t 


2.  Lack  of  knowledge.  We  often  heur 
the  expression,  "I  do  not  know  how  to 
begin,"  Then  sometimes  the  knowledge 
we  think  we  have  is  incorrect.  There  is 
a  pamphlet  entitled.  "Thirty- seven  Things 
People  Know  About  Wills  TTiai  Arent 
Really  So,"  If  we  had  a  greater  knowl- 
edge about  wills,  we  would  be  more 
inclined  to  make  a  will. 

3.  Another  reason  people  sometimes 
fail  to  make  a  will  is  their  unwillingness 
to  contact  an  attorney.  They  have  strange 
and  confused  ideas  about  attorneys.  They 
have  read  or  heard  of  those  rare  silua- 
lions  in  which  some  attorney  cheated  or 
charged  too  much.  They  failed  to  take 
into  account  the  typical  situation  in 
which  an  attorney  handled  an  estate  m  an 
ethical  and  correct  manner.  The  truth  of 
the  matter  is:  lawyers  have  a  high  code 
of  ethics.  A  lawyer  that  would  cheul  or

The  1972-73  edition  of  Who's  Who  in 
America  carries  the  names  of  249  Sig 
Eps.
